College to 
put on free 
bus service 

A FREE bus service is to be launched 
to help get students to and from 
Dudley College after handouts used 
by many to travel to lessons were 
scrapped. 

It will start running in September 
along key routes within the college’s 
catchment area. 

College bosses decided to launch 
the service after the Government 
scrapped the Education Maintenance 
Allowances, which provided up to £30 
a week to help low-income students 
stay on at sixth forms and colleges. 

A new £ 180million bursary scheme, 
which will allow colleges to make dis¬ 
cretionary payments to support low- 
income students, has just been 
announced by the Government but 
college bosses said they felt they still 
needed to do something to encourage 
students who may otherwise struggle 
to afford their transport. 

Dudley College Principal Lowell 
Williams said: “Around 78 per cent of 
our students had Education Mainte¬ 
nance Allowances and the majority 
said they used it on transport.”

Bank manager sent to prison for five years for 
his part in £ 60 m mobile phone chips tax scam 


A BANK manager from 
the Black Country has 
been jailed for five 
years for his part in a 
massive £60 million tax 
fraud. 

Carl Harte from Manor 
Abbey Road, Halesowen 
opened a bogus bank 
account to siphon off £3 
million of the cash gener¬ 
ated by the mobile phone 
VAT scam. 

The 42-year-old bank 
special business relation¬ 
ship manager based at 
Barclays Bank in Hagley 
Road, Edgbaston, was 
locked up along with 
brother-in-law, business¬ 
man William Wright, 47, 
of Kings Norton, Birming¬ 


ham, whose company 
Applied Services was used 
in the racket and got three 
years behind bars. 

Both were sentenced for 
money laundering. 

Details of the scam can 
be revealed this week as a 
nine-year investigation 
came to an end with the 
sentencing of the final 
member of the gang. 

Trials 

Professional gambler 
Kuldip Singh Sander, 50, 
from Birmingham was 
jailed for seven years on 
Tuesday at Birmingham 
Crown Court for siphon¬ 
ing millions of pounds 
from the fraud through 
bank accounts. The sen¬ 


tencing triggered the 
lifting of reporting restric¬ 
tions on the case that have 
been in force since 2006 
and covered five trials, 

Judge Stephen Davis 
QC, told Sander: “You 
were part of a very sub¬ 
stantial and sophisticated 
fraud and £8m was laun¬ 
dered through these 
accounts never to be seen 
again.” 

Stephen Farrell from 
Warley Road, Oldbury, 
who ran two firms, Blues- 
tar Communications and 
Solec Ltd, which were 
used to handle a further 
£5m from the racket, 
received a two-year prison 
term after admitting a 
similar offence. The gang

recruited corrupt customs 
officer Enda Moen from 
Northern Ireland to help 
the complex multi-million 
pound fraud. It involved 


mobile phones and com¬ 
puter chips being bought 
abroad where they are free 
of VAT before being sold in 
this country with VAT 
added and the crooks 
pocketing the difference. 

Numerous false VAT 
registered companies 
were set up along with 
bogus bank accounts in 
the sophisticated scam, 
smashed after one of the 
biggest operations involv¬ 
ing Revenue and Customs 
officials. 

Investigators followed a 
paper trail of businesses 
based throughout the UK, 
and Europe. A 200-strong 
customs team made a 
string of raids in 2002 
resulting in the arrest of 


17 people, 11 of whom 
were from the West Mid¬ 
lands. They have now 
been jailed for a total of 
nearly 60 years. 

Money generated by the 
fraud paid for a cham¬ 
pagne lifestyle for some of 
the fraudsters. 

Massive 

Adrian Farley, assistant 
director for HM Revenue 
and Customs, said: “This 
was not some kind of vic¬ 
timless crime but organ¬ 
ised fraud on a massive 
scale perpetrated by crim¬ 
inals all bent on making 
fast and easy profits at the 
expense of the British tax¬ 
payer.” 

The court heard Farrell 


had run his businesses 
with Philip Harris, 65, of 
Ferndale Road, Sutton 
Coldfield, who was sen¬ 
tenced to two-and-a-half 
years in prison. 

David Dwyer, formerly 
of Goodrest Lane, Kings 
Norton, but later of Lang¬ 
ford Avenue, Great Barr, 
was sentenced to four 
years in prison after being 
convicted of money laun¬ 
dering. Dwyer ran a 
company called Aslan Cre¬ 
ations which received sub¬ 
stantial cash payments of 
up to £170,000. 

Brian Tucker, 57, of 
Dyas Road, Great Barr, 
was jailed for three years 
for money laundering as 
part of the scam.

M ORE than 100 teachers 
and children’s workers 
in the Dudley borough 
will be made redundant by the 
start of summer. 

Twelve of the jobs being axed belong to 
teachers at primary and secondary 
schools across the area, while 60 
workers have been handed notices 
telling them they are to be made com¬ 
pulsorily redundant. 

This is on top of 41 voluntary redundancies 
already agreed as the authority seeks to cut 
£22 million from its budget in the 2011/12 
financial year. 

Secretary for the National Union of Teach¬ 
ers in Dudley, Jim Warner, said the union 
had asked for specific details of which staff at 
which schools were under threat. 

He added that the NUT would be launch¬ 
ing a consultation to discuss alternative pos¬ 
sibilities. 

“We are talking about opening up volun¬ 
tary redundancy applications, reducing 
hours, job-sharing, things like that,” he said. 

“It’s a terrible situation - these are not only 
people losing their jobs now, it means there 
are going to be fewer jobs for people in the 


future, kids who are doing their training at 
the moment who won’t have a job to go into. 

“It’s also a cut in provision for our children, 
having fewer staff looking after them.” 

The consultation was due to get under 
early tjhis week. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Councillor Liz Walker said 
the department was working hard to reduce 
the number of compulsory redundancies 
even further. 

“We don’t want to have to issue compulsory 
redundancy notices to anyone, and we have 
managed to get it down to 60 so far,” she said. 

“This process will go on until the end of 
August so we are working to get that number 
down even further. 

Numbers 

“Each school manages its own budget now 
so the teaching posts are counted separately. 

“Part of the problem is that there are 
falling pupil numbers - we had the problem 
in primary schools which is why we had to 
close some, and now that is hitting secondary 
schools. 

“I am not surprised they are talking about 
redundancies as well.” 

Jobs which may be affected include those 
for office workers and staff in children’s 
centres and playgroups.

Health hub plan K? 

goes on display on track

THE first designs for a new 
£7million medical centre 
offering GP practices and spe¬ 
cialist treatments in Lye have 
been unveiled. 

Health bosses hope the centre 
will be open by August 2013. 
Under the plans the Limes 
Surgery in High Street and the 
Pedmore Road Surgery would 
relocate to the centre along with 
the Health for Lyefe shop. 

There would also be treatment 
rooms including, physiotherapy, 
podiatry speech and language 
therapy and phlebotomy which 
involves collecting blood samples. 

The centre, which will be built 
between Clinic Drive and Jackson 
Street, would house a pharmacy, 


cafe and meeting rooms, which 
could be used by community 
groups. 

Midwifery and community 
nursing teams and counsel-ling 
services would be based in the 
centre and there wo-uld be space 
outside for a mobile breast screen¬ 
ing unit. 

Viewed 

Architects are drawing up 
plans for the complex and resi¬ 
dents are now being consulted on 
the Dudley Primary Care Trust 
project. 

The plans can be viewed at the 
surgeries in Chapel Street, The 
Limes and Pedmore Road, as well 
as Lye Library and Christ Church 
in High Street. 


Community engagement 
advisor at Dudley PCT, Helen 
Ashford, said: “This is a real 
opportunity for the local commu¬ 
nity to have their say about how 
the health centre should look and 
get answers to any questions they 
may have about the develop¬ 
ment.” 

It is hoped construction work 
could start in this month and it is 
expected to take just over a year to 
complete. 

The new complex in Lye would 
be similar to the £26m health and 
social centre in Venture Way, 
Brierley Hill and the £8m 
complex in John Corbett Drive, 
Stourbridge, which opened in 
2010 and 2007 respectively. 


PLANS for a £4 
million development 
to more than double 
the size of the park 
and ride scheme at a 
Black Country station 
are back on course. 

Plans to create 480 
new spaces at Rowley 
Regis are being revisited. 

They were on hold due 
to lack of funding but 
passenger transport 
authority Centro says it 
is a “priority”, and it has 
bought land off Station 
Road. 

Mark Langford, of 
Centro, said: “The car 
parking at Rowley Regis 
train station is a priority 
development because we 
own the land. 

Extension 

“No set date is 
timetabled yet but rede¬ 
velopment work will 
start later this year and 
then we will establish 
what work needs to be 
done and how much each 
part will cost.” 

Work was due to start 
this financial year but 
was hit by cuts. 

Alongside those plans 
was a £1.2m extension of 
the Wednesbury 

Parkway Midland Metro 
stop, which would add 
128 spaces on top of the 
142 already in place. 

Passengers had also 
hoped for more parking 
at Tame Bridge Parkway 
Midland Metro stop. 

All three station car 
parks are regularly full 
with passengers forced to 
park on the pavement. 
Plans for Wednesbury 
Parkway and Tame 
Bridge Parkway remain 
“under evaluation”.

SEVENTEEN pensioners will 
lose their jobs at a Black 
Country firm because of 
changes in retirement laws. 

Cleaning product firm Scot 
Young Research, with its UK HQ 
in Lye, Stourbridge, says jobs — up 
to 20 per cent of staff - have to go 
within weeks. 

The workers, many in their 70s, 
were given notice before the new 
laws came in last week, which 
mean firms will no longer be able 
to insist employees retire at 65 — 
despite the possibility they may 
be unfit to work. 

Firm chairman Scot Young said 
the changes forced them to end its 
policy of encouraging workers to 
continue past retirement age. 

He fears the weaker economy 
and smaller pensions will put 
older workers under more pres¬ 
sure to continue in employment. 
Mr Young, aged 75, said this could 


mean staff would become less 
truthful about the state of their 
health to keep their jobs past 
retirement age. 

He said the firm had actively 
encouraged older members of 
staff to continue on past retire¬ 
ment age since it was formed in 
1954. 

Benefits 

“I don’t just feel sad, I feel bitter 
about the whole situation,” he 
said. “We have encouraged older 
people who have reached retire¬ 
ment age to say ‘stop with us and 
stay on working’. We have 
received great benefits from the 
experience of these people. 

“When we heard about this leg¬ 
islation, it hit us like a ton of 
bricks.” 

He said there was no sugges¬ 
tion that any of his current 
workers were not fit for the job but 
he felt a flexible retirement age 


could cause problems in future. 
Credit control officer Tony 
Handley, aged 70, has worked at 
the company for 15 years. 

“I fully understand Mr Young’s 
problem. It has been a lovely 
company to work for and I would 
have liked to be able to stay on,” 
said Mr Handley, of Fairfield 
Drive, Wollaston, Stourbridge. 

Sales executive Mike Wild, 72, 
of Sutton Coldfield said: “Being 
able to work on for seven years 
past me retirement age has given 
me some considerable freedom.” 

John Broadstock, also 72, a 
maintenance worker for the firm 
for nine years, said the social side 
of the company and the feeling of 
contributing to something was 
important. 

Mr Young said they already 
conducted annual reviews into 
the health and well being of older 
employees.

Operating times for 
those cameras were 
already limited to 15 
days a month and from 
last week were being 
reduced to 10 days a 
month to save £310,000 
as part of measures to cut 
£950,000 from the tax¬ 
payers’bill for cameras of 
£ 1.95m a year. 

All other cameras in 
the West Midlands will 
either be dummies or 
used very rarely. 

West Midlands Police 
classifies cameras as 
either red, amber or 
green, depending on road 
danger levels. The 34 
most frequently used 
cameras are deemed red. 
Under the new measures 
57 cameras at “amber” 
sites will operate four 
days a month, rather 
than seven. 

The “green” cameras 
will be used even more 
rarely. Ellen Booth, cam¬ 
paigns officer for road 
safety group Brake, criti¬ 
cised the move.

HOSPITA1 bosses in Dudley have 
spent more than £740,000 asking for 
advice from consultancy firms to help 
cut costs during the past 12 months. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said hiring 
experts had enabled them to save money 
despite shelling out £191,500 more on 
outside firms than in the previous year. 

It is hoped the trust, which runs Rus- 
sells Hall and the Guest hospitals in 
Dudley and the Corbett in Stourbridge will 
save £2.1 million by reducing costs across 
the three sites. 

Bosses say they have also been able to 
improve patient care by slashing waiting 
times for out-patient appointments and 
operations. 

Savings 

Money has been saved by changes made 
to admissions meaning patients go into 
hospital on the day of their surgery rather 
than the day before. Bosses have also 
looked at extending operating lists for the¬ 
atres to reduce the time patients spend on 
wards waiting for surgery. The hospital 
trust spent £741,000 in 2010/11 compared 
with £551,000 in 2009/10 . 

Chief executive Paula Clark said: “Since 
working on our transformation pro¬ 
gramme we have achieved savings in 
excess of the cost.” The Dudley Group of 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust needs to 
save £30million between April 2011 and 
March 2014 due to Government cuts.

Careers centres 
shut up for good 


TWO careers advice centres 
in Dudley, which have helped 
thousands of youngsters find 
work, have closed down. 

Kent-based Prospects Services 
Ltd lost a £1.3million deal after 
failing to agree new terms with 
Dudley Council. 

The contract between the two 
organisations ended last week 
and it has emerged the shops in 
Dudley and Stourbridge have now 
shut down for good. They 


employed a total of 35 people. 
Eighteen of the workers are to 
move over to Dudley Council and 
will work in specific roles to deal 
with children who have special 
lneeds. It is not clear what will 
happen to the rest of the staff. 

Prospects Services is believed 
to be considering whether to take 
the case to a judicial review. 

Dudley Council education chief 
Councillor Liz Walker said: “We 
have been in negotiations with 
Prospects but they are still not 


happy. We are taking 18 of their 
people to continue the service .We 
have to wait and see what 
happens.” 

She said children were now 
being directed to the council if 
they needed careers advice. The 
local authority has 46 officers to 
help with careers advice. 

More than 3,000 people have 
signed a petition against the with¬ 
drawal of council funding to the 
Connexions centres, in Stour¬ 
bridge and Dudley.

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Sleepers 
in park 
set alight 


FRESHLY-LAID plants have been ripped 
up and wooden sleepers used to raise flower 
beds set on fire in the latest vandal attack 
at a Dudley park. 

Vandals climbed over gates at King George V 
Park, Wordsley, to carry out the wrecking spree, 
leaving hundreds of pounds worth of damage in 
their wake. 

Rubbish was placed beneath the sleepers and 


set alight and the plants were ripped up and left 
strewn around the park. 

Empty cans of alcohol were also left littering 
the ground. 

Nearby residents were horrified to discover 
the extent of the damage last Tuesday. 

Spokesman for Dudley Council Chris Howes 
said: “We are currently looking into the extent of 
the damage done and what work needs carrying 
out.” 


Chief’s fond farewell 
after 36 years in force 


WHEN Steve Dugmore was a 
young bobby on the beat, Austin 
Allegros had square steering 
wheels and the 1970s were in full 
swing. 

In the years that followed, he saw a 
colleague blown off the roof of a police 
station, the horrific aftermath of the 
1974 pub bombings in Birmingham 
and the riots in Handsworth and 
Lozells. 

And, despite being assaulted on his first 
day on the beat, outgoing chief of Sandwell 
Police says he does not regret a moment. 

Chief Superintendent Steve Dugmore is 
retiring as part of a cull of officers who have 
given more than 30 years’ service. 

West Midlands Police Authority is using 
regulation A19 to force 300 officers into 
retirement as it battles to save £120 
million. 

Mr Dugmore, who grew up in Coseley, 
joined the force as a cadet in August 1972, 
and won runner-up Cadet of the Year for the 
West Midlands in a three-year period before 
joining the force proper. 

Bombings 

It was far from a gentle introduction 
however, as he joined in the wake of the IRA 
pub bombings in Birmingham, which killed 
21 people in 1974. 

And Mr Dugmore, aged 54, had first¬ 
hand experience of the tragedy which 
descended on the city, as friends and col¬ 
leagues were caught up in separate explo¬ 
sions. 

The Tavern in the Town, since renamed 
the Yard of Ale on New Street, was target- 
ted along with the Mulberry Bush. 

Mr Dugmore said: “I remember it was a 
really sombre time. I had a friend who was 
in the Tavern in Town who was injured in 
the blast but thankfully it was not worse. 

“And another colleague I remember 
went to open a suspicious package around 
the time of the bombings at Steelhouse 
Lane police station and he was blown 15ft 
over a metal fence. He was very lucky not 
to be injured.” 

Not only were spirits low around the city 
but Mr Dugmore was given a baptism of 
fire on patrol in Birmingham City Centre

on his first day in the job. He says: “I 
chased a man and a woman using a credit 
card they got from a kidnapping to a shop 
and, as they tried to get away out the back, 
I was assaulted. 

“I had cuts and bruises from punches 
and kicks. I think it was a sign of things to 
come.” 

Mr Dugmore spent three years as a 
bobby on the beat until 1978 then working 
as a traffic motorcyclist and later in sur¬ 
veillance, including tracking those 
involved in the Handsworth and Lozells 
riots. 

In the same unit he met his wife Denise, 
a now-retired detective sergeant, with 
whom he has two children. 

A move to CID for Wednesbury, Tipton 
and West Bromwich beckoned, where he 
was digging into “a number of murders”. 



He joined Sandwell Operational 
Command Unit four years ago, and was 
asked to lead the new Local Policing Unit 
(LPU) in 2010. 

Under his stewardship, recorded crime 
fell over the last year, with 2,742 fewer 
victims compared to 2009. 

“The people I have met, including volun¬ 
teers working together to make the 
borough better for everybody, have been 
remarkable,” he said. 

“It’s a real credit the way people come 
together. I was given an award by the 
borough’s mayor at full council recently 
and to be recognised by the people you are 
trying to serve was truly humbling. 

“I’ve had 36 years of service but I could 
not have asked for a better place to end my 
career. 

“It’s been a real privilege.”

THE Black Country’s unique 
answer to the shuttle bus - 
Stourbridge’s Parry People 
Mover — could soon be intro¬ 
duced to African nations. 

The company hopes a visit by the 
UK Ambassador for Zimbabwe, 
Gabriel Machinga, to Stourbridge 
Junction station to take a ride on the 
tram-like People Mover could lead 
to a multi-million pound deal and 
create dozens of jobs. 

The lightweight tram, which links 
Stourbridge Town and Stourbridge 
Junction stations, is powered by a 
rotating flywheel which stores and 
uses kinetic energy from braking. 

The visit was organised by South¬ 
ern Marketing Services and Mr 
Machinga was so impressed he said 
he would be writing to his country’s 


finance minister to discuss the pos¬ 
sibility of importing Parry People 
Mover technology. 

He said: “I have been very 
impressed with what I experienced 
in Stourbridge,” he said. 

“In Harare, our capital city, the 
transport infrastructure cannot 
cope with the amount of people we 
have coming in to work from the 
suburbs. 

Challenges 

“There are long queues to get on 
the minibuses we have to provide, 
and long traffic jams. 

“I think the technology I have 
seen in Stourbridge is relevant to 
what we are looking for to help 
tackle the problem. It would go a 
long way to relieving our chal¬ 
lenges.” Mr Machinga said Zim¬ 


babwe was hoping to lead the way in 
improving its transport system in 
southern Africa. 

“We are trying to get a mass inte¬ 
gration of systems, including roads, 
but mostly rail travel,” he said. 
“This visit is a chance to expose to 
the rest of the region what technol¬ 
ogy is available.” 

John Parry, owner of the company 
behind the Parry People Movers, 
said the visit had been successful for 
his firm and its supplier Clayton. 

But he added: “It is going to have 
to be a steady programme. 

“We can’t dive straight from 
running a single line to running 
dozens across a whole country. 

“If all goes to plan now however, it 
could mean a massive boost to our 
country, and dozens of jobs could be 
created.”

Another nail 
in the coffin 
warning over 
roadworks 


TRADERS in Dudley have 
warned shutting off streets for 
weeks at a time would cause 
“chaos” — and said it could be 
yet another “nail in the coffin” 
for the ailing town centre. 

A rolling programme of works in 
the town centre will see 64 streets 
closed at some point over the next 
18 months while essential mainte¬ 
nance is carried out on utility 
pipes. 

Alan Caswell, who owns The Arcade 
Toy Shop in Fountain Arcade, is 


among those who fear they will be 
affected by the work. Both High Street 
and Tower Street — where Fountain 
Arcade leads — are listed in upcoming 
road closures. 

“If the work needs to be done, it 
needs to be done - but they need to 
make sure it’s done quickly,” said Mr 
Caswell, aged 58. 

Shocked 

“It’s chaos around the centre on a 
normal day due to the lack of parking 
so I can’t imagine what it’s going to be 
like. 

“We have to take deliveries from 40ft 
lorries, if the road is shut it’s going to 
be really tough. 

“People just aren’t 
going to come in to the 
town - it could be just 
another nail in the coffin 
for this end of town.” 

Cynthia Burgin, who 
runs Burgin’s Paper 
Shop in Wolverhampton 
Street, said she was 
shocked to hear the 
news. “It will cause 
chaos,” said Mrs Burgin, 
aged 80. 

“I hope they don’t close 
the whole road all at once 
as it will impact on us ter¬ 
ribly. A lot of traffic comes 
down here to Himley and 
Wombourne, where will 
they go?” 

And Peter Suddock, 
chief executive of Dudley 
Zoo, said he had been in 
talks with Severn Trent 
Water, which had agreed 
not to start work in 
Castle Hill until Septem¬ 
ber or October. 

“We don’t want any dis¬ 
ruption during the 
summer holidays or 
around bank holidays, so 
September or October is 
best as we’re not as busy,” 
he said. 

South Staffs Water 
spokeswoman Alex 
Martin said phase one of 
their work would take 
place between Stepping- 
stone Street and The 
Inhedge, starting on May 
24, and going on until 
mid-August. 

Meanwhile, work 
between Parkway Road 
and Alexandra Street 
would be carried out 
during the summer holi¬ 
days to cut disruption to 
parents and students at 
Jessons C of E Primary 
School. 

She said work would be 
carried out between New 
Mill Street and King 
Street on an ad-hoc basis. 
“We have estimated that 
we have around 12 
months worth of work to 
be carried out,” she 
added.

A LIVE music venue has thrown open

£50,000 revamp to mark a new 
chapter in the history of the building. 

Stourbridge Academy has been created 
in the former Picture House nightclub, in 
Hagley Road, following renovations.

Time for retro style 


View Quest Retro 1 Radio 


P AST meets present in a 
marriage of the latest 
technology with cool 
mod retro styling in this DAB 
digital radio with iPod/iPhone 
dock that wouldn’t look out of 
place in Austin Powers’ 
groovy Chelsea pad, baby. 

It’s got that 60s look with its 
red leather finish and carrying 
handle but instead of Kinks and 
Beatles blaring out, you could 
have Justin Bieber or Lady Gaga 
downloads from your Apple iPod 
or iPhone, which can be 
mounted onto a cunningly con¬ 
cealed dock on the front of the 
radio. 

I did find the ‘i’ device connec¬ 
tion a little tricky at first but once 
you get the knack, your iPhone or 
iPod looks pretty cool sat there 
and the sound quality is good, 
perhaps helped by the retro 
radio’s wooden frame. It also 
doubles as a charging dock. 

The DAB functionality is solid 


and includes presets for up to 10 
stations and the usual scrolling 
digital information available on a 
small backlit LCD screen. 

As well as the DAB radio and 
iPod functions, it also has an FM 
radio mode (ahoy there pirate 
radio fans!) and an auxiliary input 
for other music players and audio 
devices. The two 10-watt speak¬ 
ers give a solid sound. 

With both mains (adapter 
included) and battery power (up 
to 15 hours), this is a good radio 
for moving around the house and 
garden. 

It also boasts an alarm func¬ 
tion allowing bedroom listeners 
to wake up to radio, iPhone/iPod 
or buzzer. Snooze and sleep 
modes are included. 

With its blend of vintage look 
and digital tech, available for 
under £100, View Quest’s Retro 
Radio is likely to be popular with 
fashion conscious music fans. 


Amplicon TCL 200 Alarm Clock 


T HIS will wake even the 
sleepiest of heads with a 
loud bleeping alarm that 
is impossible to ignore. The 
alarm can be set to reach up 
to 90 decibels. 

There is volume and pitch 
control to give the alarm the right 
level of urgency to rouse you from 
your slumbers. There are some 
useful extras for the hard of 
hearing or the deepest sleepers, 
including a wireless vibrating pad 
that can be placed under the 
pillow and a flashing light on the 
clock. 

Chunky 

TheTCL200 has a nice, chunky 
look with big digital time display 
and easy to find, top of the clock 
snooze button when ‘just five 
more minutes’ are essential. It 
can also announce the time, in 
English or a choice of four other 
languages (French, German, 
Italian and Spanish). 


It can double up as a telephone 
call alert with incoming calls trig¬ 
gering the alarm, which can be 
helpful for the hard of hearing. A 
cable is supplied for this but may 
need an adapter. 

The alarm clock can be 
powered by two AAA batteries 
(supplied) or mains (adapter sup¬ 
plied) and the vibrating pad is 
rechargeable. It has different 
alarm period settings, so you can 
have a weekday wake time and a 
different one for weekends. It can 
be set for alarm only, vibrate only 
or for both to activate. 

It is nice and easy to set up the 
TCL 200, the only small drawback 
being the battery cover which is 
kept in place by a tiny screw 
which could be awkward for 
those with poor eyesight to 
manipulate. 

All in all, the TCL 200 looks 
good and does its job well... just 
make sure it’s switched off on lie- 
in day! Available for around £50.

39 NHS jobs axed in 
cuts at health trust 


THIRTY-NINE NHS jobs are being axed 
in Dudley as part of plans to cuts costs 
during the next financial year. 

Bosses revealed that 23 workers at NHS 
Dudley and 16 at Dudley Community Services, 
which are both branches of Dudley Primary 
Care Trust, were told their jobs are “at risk”. 

A total of 23 workers have been able to find work 
at other NHS trusts in the region. Any of the remain¬ 
ing staff unable to find alternative employment will 
be made redundant. 

The positions range from administrative roles to 
senior managers. Each post within the trust has 
been assessed to determine whether it is required. 
None of the affected roles was in a frontline position. 

NHS Dudley needs to 
save £42million by 
March 2014. 

Dudley PCT spokes¬ 
woman Laura Broster 
said further redundan¬ 
cies may have to be made 
in the future. 

“I can confirm that 23 
staff at NHS Dudley and 
16 staff in Dudley Com¬ 
munity Services have 
recently had their jobs 
placed ‘at risk’. The PCT 
has been working hard to 
find these employees 
alternative employ¬ 
ment,” she said. 

Resort 

“So far 11 staff from 
NHS Dudley and 12 staff 
from Dudley Community 
Services have been found 
new roles. 

“Making redundancies 
is always a last resort. 

“The PCT has now 
achieved the manage¬ 
ment cost savings 
required for 2011-12 and 
no further redundancies 
will be made as a result of 
this target.” 

But she said PCTs 
would cease to exist after 
April 2013 and reduced 
demand for PCT services 
could follow.

Dangerfield said: “It was a 
bizarre thing; it just happened. The 
success of the song wasn’t down 
to me, it’s a great song. It is weird 
being known for it, but it won’t be 
my legacy.” 

Moved 

Guillemots gained a reputation 
for using alternative instruments 
following their debut album 
Through the Windowpane, but he 
insists their improvisation is 
nothing special. 

He said: “When I moved to 
Cheltenham when I was around 
19, I found this scene of impro¬ 


vised music. It was a real eye 
opener; people were using normal 
instruments in different ways. 

“Now I know that nothing and 
everything is an instrument. 
They’re all just strings and wood in 
the end.” 

Growing up in Birmingham also 
influenced Dangerfield’s outlook 
on music. His parents gave him 
licence to create whenever he 
could, and the music scene gave 
him a way to express it. 

He said: “There was a band from 
Birmingham called The Starries 
who very nearly made it. They 
played some of the best gigs I’ve 
ever seen. They were all different 
but so closely knit. They really 
influenced my late teens.” 

For all his talent and ability, Dan¬ 
gerfield keeps his feet firmly on the 
ground. He admits music is his life, 
but believes it is just a game 
without rules. 

He said: “It’s easy to forget that 
and start to think you need to 
abide by rules. You don’t.”

THIS digitally restored DVD and blu- 
ray release marks the 40th anniver¬ 
sary of this fondly remembered but 
seldom seen screen version of 
Potter’s charming animal tales as 
performed by dancers of the Royal 
Ballet. 

The dancers manage to generate 
real character and dance most deli¬ 
cately despite the bulky costumes 
which faithfully reproduce the look of 
such characters as Benjamin Bunny 
and the Two Bad Mice. 

Real Lake District locations are 
combined with studio scenes as the 
familiar tales are presented in dance 
form. 

Highlights include the long- 
legged leaping frog Mr Jeremy 
Fisher, the sight of pigs on pointe 
and the bizarre moment Jemima 
Puddleduck takes flight. 

Like the better versions of Alice in 
Wonderland, this film is dream-like 
and surreal in a very English way 
while still being child-friendly. Well, 
child friendly in 1971. 

I am not sure what children will 
make of it in these days of 3D video 
gaming and digital special effects. 

But I reckon any child who loves 
Beatrix Potter or is a budding balle¬ 
rina should find this enjoyable. 

And trivia fans may like to know 
that the person dancing as prickly 
washerwoman Mrs Tiggywinkle is 
the great ballet choreographer Sir 
Frederick Ashton and the young 
Wayne Sleep dances as Squirrel 
Nutkin.

Now what can I add to that after a recent road test? Not 
a lot,.which saves masgme work! But briefly .... there’s a 
new 998cc, three-cylinder engine with COZ emissions oT 
99g/km in the car, now called the il 0 Blue. 

It has 68bhp and a claimed combined fuel consumption 
of 67.3mpg - and I did get pretty close to that. 

Ride-wise it is fine around town, struggles a little on 
country roads but does a quite adequate job, and is no 
way suitable for long motorway hauls - but OK for short 
trips. Controls are light, you get good visibility and the 
gearbox is smooth and easy to operate. Its baby-sized 
footprint also means it is so easy to park. 

So all that pretty much sums it up as a city car which can

go that extra bit when needed. You do get Intelligent Stop 
and Go, low rolling resistance tyres, an alternator manage¬ 
ment system and a gear-shift indicator which all help to 
keep trips to the petrol station down. 

Where you realise the car is “cheap” is the standard of 
finish inside and items that we have come to expect higher 
up the market - such as no remote for the central locking, 
now that was a step back in time. Having said that the 
plastic trim is fine for the money. 

Boot 

You can get four people in without any squashing but 
don’t expect to carry much in the boot except school and 
supermarket bags. 

Hyundai has also put its latest 1,248cc four-cylinder 
petrol unit into the il 0. That has 85bhp to give you a tad 
more oomph, 105g/km emissions and combined mpg of 
61.4 for the five-speed manual version or 51.4 for the four- 
speed automatic. 

The il 0 starts at £8,195 on the road.
